REPORT from the GENERAL-MEETING of ACKWORTH SCHOOL, 
held by Adjournment in London, the gth of the Sixth Month, 1783. 


An Inventory of the Eſtate and Effects, with the Particulars of the Debts due to and 
owing by this Inſtitution, was made out at the End of laſt Vear: a State of the Ac- | 
counts we herewith lay before you, by which it appears the Stock in Pavour of the 

Inſtitution was 5400/. 3s. 34d. excluſive of 35 öl. ſubſcribed for Annuities; and the 
Legacy of our Friend John Fothergill of 100/. per Annum for three Years unexpired, 
and 50/. per Annum in Perpetuity. 


The laſt General Meeting at Ackworth, having taken into Conſideration the Propoſition 
made in our former Report of increaſing. the Number of Children to 350, we were 
of Opinion that ſuch an Increaſe might be attended with Circumſtances prejudicial to 
their Health, and therefore found it neceſſary to reſtrict the Number to 300. There 


are now in the School 181 Boys and 133 Girls. 
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It being ſound from Experience that a great Number o of Children are ſent to this School too 
early, which tends to the Exelufion of others; it is agreed to limit the Age of 
Admiſſion to Nine Years, except Orphans or ſuch as are under the Charge of 


Monthly or other Meetings, or in ſome ſpecial Caſes, at the Diſcretion of either 


of the Committees. 


3 is an Account of Annual and other Contributions received in the Year 1782; 
and the Amount of Collections ſince brought in from different Quarters is 694/. 4. 6d. 
But as many of the Counties have not yet ſent up their Subſcriptions, they are recom- 
niended to do it with all convenient Speed. 


We have the Satisfaction to report that the Inſtitution is in general well conducted, and we 
hope the Advantages reſulting from it will be ſo conſpicuous as to excite a further Diſ- 
_ poſition in Friends, according to their eee to be liberal in their annual 
Contributions, during Pleaſure, towards its Support. 


The GENERAL MEETING is to be held at ACKWORTH, as heretofore, on the laſt 
Fourth-Day in the Seventh Month, and it is requeſted that the Freral Counties and Places , 
will appoint Repreſentatives to the ſaid Meeting,
